FOOTBALL yobs were involved in ugly 
brawls outside the Priestfield Stadium 
after Saturday’s ill-tempered match 
between Gillingham and Leeds United. 

Followers of both sides exchanged blows near the 
ground shortly before 6pm, forcing police to inter¬ 
vene. Four arrests were made. 

A 45-year-old man and a 16-year-old boy, both 
from Hampshire, were arrested in Livingstone 
Road. Each were fined £80 for disorder. 

A 44-year-old Chatham man was cautioned for 
the same offence, while a 39-year-old man was 
released without charge. 

Ch Insp Peter Wedlake said: “The vast majority 
of fans were well-behaved and enjoyed an enter¬ 
taining game. 

“It was disappointing that arrests were neces¬ 
sary. However, we cannot turn a blind eye to the 
minority who sought to spoil the event by acting 
antisocially. 

“We are proud to have a high-profile football 
team in our town and will continue to support the 
club so the safety of fans is ensured in future 
matches.” 

The 1-1 draw with Leeds was marred by 
unpleasant scenes at the final whistle. 

The referee was pelted with coins by the travel¬ 
ling Leeds support, who were incensed by his 
decision to send off two of their players and order 
manager Dennis Wise to the stands at half-time. 

Security guards stepped in to hurriedly escort 
the referee and his assistants from the pitch, with 
the fourth official using his board to protect his 
head. 

Several other United fans struck out at stewards, 
forcing police dog handlers to intervene in a bid to

A YOUNG boy has been rep¬ 
rimanded by police for his 
part in stoking tensions 
between his community and 
newly-arrived Slovakian 
immigrants. 

The 10-year-old was handed the rep¬ 
rimand for punching a 36-year-old 
Slovakian woman on the arm in 
Luton, Chatham, last month. Police 
say he had admitted the offence. 

But there was outrage after the 
woman’s friend, a 35-year-old 
Slovakian woman, retaliated and 
struck the boy with a two-foot metal 
pipe, outside Luton Junior School. 

She was arrested, questioned by 
police then released on bail while offi¬ 
cer continue to investigate. 

And police stepped up the number of 
patrols outside the school in a deter¬ 
mined effort to curb rising tensions 
and prevent what some fear could 
become a full-scale race row. 

Despite the increased police pres¬ 
ence, incidents of racial abuse in the 
area remain frequent. 

Last week two girls, aged 16 and 18, 
were arrested for allegedly shouting 
racial abuse and throwing stones at a 
Slovakian man near the school on 
Luton Road. 

The incident took the number of 
racially motivated crimes in the area 


in the past six months to 13 - more 
than one a fortnight. 

A number of Slovakian youngsters 
have taken up places at Luton Junior 
school, leading to daily stand-offs 
between parents in the morning and 
afternoon. 

One mother of four, who declined to 
be named, said she felt threatened by 
the immigrant population. 

She said: “It’s very hostile. It’s very 
intimidating when you walk to the 
school gates. I don’t let my boy go out 
any more. My daughter says she feels 
nervous, but I tell her to hold her head 
up high. It’s a nightmare.” 

A Slovakian mother, who did not 
want to be named, told a different 


story, saying she knew Slovakian par¬ 
ents who had been the target of racist 
abuse from local parents and children. 

A police spokesman said: (t We won’t 
tolerate racially motivated offences 
whoever they are committed by. 

“There has been a recent influx of 
Slovakian immigrants and with that 
comes cultural and language issues. 

“It is a situation we are aware of and 
appropriate action - including a 
noticeable police presence in the area 
- has been taken. 

‘We also set up a meeting with those 
involved and local politicians which 
was well attended and we hope will go 
some way towards preventing further 
problems.” 
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Police arrest two for 
dealing in street 

TWO men were arrested in Chatham 
High Street after being spotted on 
CCTV allegedly dealing drugs. 

The men, aged 21 and 24-years- 
old, were arrested on suspicion of 
possession with intent to supply the 
class A drug. 

PC Chris Edwards and PCSO 
Michael Freed arrested the men on 
Friday afternoon. 

The drugs had an estimated street 
value of £1,500. 


School wins lottery 
cash to host clubs

Plan for new £2.5m academy

COUNCIL chiefs have taken 
the first step towards merging 
a high-achieving girls’ school in 
Strood with a nearby strug¬ 
gling boys’ school to form a new 
vocational academy. 

Medway council’s cabinet agreed last 
Tuesday to consult with parents, teach¬ 
ers, governors and pupils over the pro¬ 
posals, which would see Chapter and 
Temple schools combined. 

A consultation document outlining the 
multi-million pound plans is currently 
being compiled ahead of the first phase of 
consultation, which runs from next 
month to mid-December. 

Portfolio-holder for children’s services 
Cllr Les Wicks said: ‘We are looking to 
the future to ensure all our young people 


have access to first-class facilities. One of 
the council’s main priorities is to give 
children the best start in life. We can’t do 
that without good education facilities.” 

The academy would provide a wide 
range of academic and vocational cours¬ 
es, ranging from baby care to engineer¬ 
ing, and would boast enhanced sporting 
and IT facilities. 

Private sponsorship of £2 million 
would be sought for an endowment fund, 
with £500,000 of it being financed by 
Medway council. 

Labour spokesman for children’s serv¬ 
ices Cllr Bill Esterson backed the acade¬ 
my but criticised the council over its han¬ 
dling of the consultation period. 

He said: “Any consultation is in danger 
of being a sham as the cabinet has 
already decided its preferred option and 
its preferred site - an academy at 
Chapter School with the Temple School 
site sold to developers. 

“Parents should have been consulted 


before the cabinet chose its preferred 
options.” 

Chapter School head Sue Dore is 
opposed to the planned merger. 

She said: ‘“We have 1,100 pupils here 
and have been building successfully year 
on year. Why do we need to close? 

“The proposal would lose everything 
Chapter has stood for. 

“We’re concerned about losing the 
school ethos which we’ve built up over 
the years. We care for each other, support 
one another when things go wrong and 
celebrate together when things go well. 

“An academy would give us great build¬ 
ings, which would be lovely to have, but 
we’d lose that family ethos.” 

The council aims to open the academy 
at the Chapter School site in September 
2009, with a new building completed 12 
to 18 months later. 

Temple School recorded the worst 
GCSE results in England according to 
the league tables published in January.

A BREAKDOWN in communication led to 
a train striking an overhead inspection 
gantry and causing injury to a passenger. 

The 21.57 service from Paddock Wood to 
Gillingham hit the bridge structure on 
February 5 this year ripping the roof off the 
driver’s cab and severely damaging the 
leading carriage. 

The only passenger on the late-night 
train was hurt in the crash which took 
place near Aylesford and the driver also suf¬ 
fered minor injuries. 

Rail safety investigators discovered that 
there had been a lack of communication 
between inspection company InterRoute 
and rail operators Southeastern. 

A spokesman for the Rail Accident 
Investigation Branch said: “The inspectors 
working on the bridge did not have permis¬ 
sion from the rail company as there had 
been a failure to communicate through the 
right channels. 

“So the line was not closed as it should 
have been.” 

Prince Philip to take part 
in remembering sailors 

THE DUKE of Edinburgh will visit 
Medway later this year to unveil a memori¬ 
al to the 11,000 sailors who lost their lives 
on Royal Navy Destroyers during the 
Second World War. 

His Royal Highness will attend the dedi¬ 
cation ceremony of the National Destroyer 
monument at Chatham Historic Dockyard 
in November. 

The memorial was commissioned to 
remember the crewmen who lost their lives 
on the 142 destroyers sunk in the war. 

Fittingly, it will be placed alongside HMS 
Cavalier, the last operational Second World 
War destroyer, persevered at the dockyard. 

More than 500 ex-Destroyer servicemen, 
their friends and families have already 
booked their places to attend the ceremony 
which will also be attended by civic digni¬ 
taries and naval officers. 

Partnership structured 
around building services

African insect is being kept under control 


No flies on 
latest top 
research 


A leading bug expert has been 
shortlisted for a top research prize 
for his work in controlling a deadly 
African fly. 

Dr Steve Torr, of the University of 
Greenwich at Medway, has been investigating 
ways in which farmers can use pesticide 
against tsetse flies, which spread the fatal 
sleeping sickness. 

His work has earned him a nomination in 
the Times Higher Educational Supplement 
Research Project of the Year. 

Steve, a world expert in the control of the 
flies, said: “Tsetse fly is a dreadful problem in 
Africa, killing 30,000 people and two million 
cattle every year. 

“Although insecticide is effective, it has not 
been widely used as it is too expensive for 
farmers and may reduce the immunity of cat¬ 
tle to diseases that are spread by ticks.” 

Using a form of DNA fingerprinting, Steve

and his colleagues at the University of 
Edinburgh found that tsetse prefer to feed on 
the larger and older cattle in a herd and main¬ 
ly target their legs and belly 
Steve said: ‘We’ve found farmers don’t need 
to spray the whole cow with the insecticide 
and they don’t need to spray every cow, cutting 
pesticide costs to just £1 per cow per year.” 

To date, 20,000 cattle in Uganda have been 
treated under Steve’s new system. Trials have 
also been carried out in Ethiopia, Kenya, 
South Africa, Tanzania and Zimbabwe. 

Professor John Humphreys, vice-chancellor 
for research and enterprise at the University 
of Greenwich, said: “This nomination is a great 
honour for our natural resources institute, 
which has an international reputation for its 
work in the field of sustainable development. 

“I am thrilled work which has been pio¬ 
neered in Medway has been recognised along-

A MUM said she felt “sick to her 
stomach” after her two teenage boys 
were attacked. 

The boys, aged 14 and 16, were set upon by 
three thugs on Wednesday, September 26, in an 
alleyway behind Beacon Road, Chatham. 

The gang approached the younger sibling at 
8.30pm asking him for drugs. When he told 
them he did not take drugs one of the yobs 
punched him in the face. 

When his older brother saw the commotion 
and asked what was going on he was head 
butted in the mouth. 

The blow knocked both of his front teeth out. 
He will now require dental treatment for up to 
eight months. 

The boys’ mother, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said: “It’s so upsetting. As a parent 
you want to protect your children and it makes

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me feel sick to my stomach that this has hap¬ 
pened. I have brought my boys up right and it’s 
not fair that they have been attacked. 

“I want people to contact the police with infor¬ 
mation so they can prevent this from happening 
to anyone else.” 

Distress 

Crime investigator Roger Golding said: “This 
appears to be a seemingly unprovoked assault 
on two teenage bothers which has left one in 
need of long-term treatment. 

“This has caused a great deal of distress for 
both the boys and their family and we are keen 


to arrest those responsible for inflicting these 
painful injuries.” 

The first suspect is described as white, 18- 
years-old, 5ft 9ins and of stocky build. He had 
mousey-brown cropped hair and wore a white 
long-sleeved jacket, a red-collared polo shirt, 
blue jeans and white trainers. 

The second is white, 16-years-old, 5ft 8ins, 
with ginger shoulder-length hair and freckles. 
He wore a plain grey hooded top, baggy grey 
tracksuit bottoms and white trainers. 

Police are also keen to trace another boy 
described as white, 15 years old, 5ft 7ins, of slim 
build with short black hair. He wore a hooded 
top with Slipknot written on it, plain light blue 
jeans and black Converse trainers.

Design is mother of all ships 


A SUPER warship which will be the most 
advanced naval vessel ever is currently on 
the drawing board, as pictured on today’s 
front page. 

BAE Systems, based in Rochester, are 
behind the plan for the new ship which will 
launch unmanned jets, submarines, tanks 
and fast attack boats by remote control. 

It is expected the new generation of vessels 
- part aircraft carrier, part destroyer - could 
be in service by 2020. 

The ship - called the UXV Combatant but 
known to insiders as The Mothership - is 
still in its initial planning and design stages. 

Specifications say it will weigh 8,000 


tonnes and its stealth design will see it 
appear on radar the size of a fishing boat. 

Main weapons will be a concealed 155 mm 
gun with a range of 75 miles. 

A small crew will be needed to operate the 
ship and its 24 unmanned remote control 
boats and aircraft. 

BAE’s engineering chief Charles Nisbet 
said: (t We have been working across industry 
and closely with the MOD on the concept. 
This is a considered request for designs.” 

Naval sources say the ship could replace 
the current Type 22 frigate and just a hand¬ 
ful of the new UXVs could actually constitute 
an invasion force.

A HUGE collection of images 
chronicling some of England’s 
great architectural achievements, 
including Rochester Castle and 
Cathedral, has been set up by 
English Heritage. 

Some lesser-known features, such as the 
figurehead outside the church in Chatham 
Historic Dockyard, are also included in the 
project, which took seven years to complete 
and cost £7.4 million. 

A total of 315,000 images are available 
online now at www.imagesofengland.org.uk. 

They include almost every building, 
structure and monument listed as being of 
importance. 

Beautiful stately homes and imposing cas¬ 
tles are included alongside the more com¬ 
monplace - lamp posts, railway stations, tele¬ 
phone kiosks and bus shelters. 

“The intention was to capture forever a 
snapshot of how England looks at the start 
of the 21st century,” said Simon Thurley, 
chief executive of English Heritage. 


“It’s a Domesday Book for our time, a 
digital history of England that captures at 
one moment what our society values in its 
history and its architecture. 

“This is a unique record. With the gradual 
march of plastic windows, railings being 
removed and drives being Tarmacked, future 
generations will be able to look back and see 
how England looked.” 

The images were taken by more than 2,200 
volunteers nationwide. They used 13,000 
rolls of 35mm film and travelled 1.4 million 
miles to obtain the images. 

One photographer, Lorna Freeman, took 
pictures in of England’s 42 officially designat¬ 
ed counties and has 2,453 different shots 
used 

Most prominent pictures across the site are 
of churches, which total 7,484. Next are 
bridges with 6,283 on the site. 

Rarest are two penguin pools and one 
pigeon loft. 

The site should appeal to many different 
people, according to English Heritage. 

It is intended for scholars to examine the 
historical significance of buildings shown, 
architects and engineers to study tech¬ 
niques and tourists to view place they 
intend to visit.

Council staff set to strike over pay 


MEDWAY council staff moved a step closer 
to industrial action after their fixed wage 
structure was thrown into doubt. 

The strike threat was revealed by workers’ 
trade union Unison after Medway council’s 
cabinet agreed to investigate areas for savings 
- including the pay agreements of its 6,500- 
strong workforce - on Tuesday afternoon. 

Brian Kelly, secretary of Unison’s Medway 
branch, said any move to break the terms 
staff currently enjoy under the National 
Joint Council Agreement would lead to 
industrial action. 

He said: “The 6,500 Medway council 
staff, who are employed on National terms 
and conditions, are understandably fearful 


of the employer’s intentions. 

“Our members are of the view that they 
should not have to pay - with their wage 
agreement - for the failings of the council or 
its officers to manage its budget. 

“It is our belief that if the council 
attempted to remove staff from National 
conditions, the only option available to staff 
would be to take industrial action. 

“Unison is disappointed, given the 
implications of such changes, that the 
council choose to hide their proposals from 
staff and the trade unions. 

“It was Unison, alongside the press, who 
alerted staff to these proposals.” 

A spokesman for Medway council said: 


“The Medium Term Financial Plan empha¬ 
sised the need for clear and explicit links 
between resourcing decisions and the coun¬ 
cil’s key priorities. 

“It aimed to ensure financial sustainability, 
generate efficiency savings for reinvestment 
in priority spending, consider revenue fund¬ 
ing streams for capital investment decisions 
and avoid central government controls. 

‘We recognise that automatic pay incre¬ 
ments are a significant cost pressure and 
remain an area to look at as part of our 
budget plans for the coming years. 

“Any decision to implement local pay would 
require consultation with staff and is likely 
to take some time to come into practice.” 


Protective brother loses 
teeth in cowardy assault 

A 16-YEAR-OLD lost two front teeth and 
will need extensive dental treatment after 
he went to the aid of his younger brother 
who was being attacked. 

Three assailants had approached the 
younger brother and asked for drugs during 
the incident in Beacon Road, Chatham. 

He told the gang he did not take them 
and when he intervened to ask what the 
row was about, he was headbutted. 

“It makes me feel sick to my stomach,” 
said the boys’ mother, who did not want to 
be named. 

She appealed for anyone with informa¬ 
tion about the assault, on September 26, to 
contact police. 

Jools tells of drug use 
in new autobiography 

MUSIC legend and TV presenter Jools 
Holland has revealed how he suffered a 
cocaine-induced panic attack. 

The former Tube presenter and one-time 
member of Squeeze is releasing his autobi¬ 
ography, Barefaced Lies and Boogie 
Woogie Boasts, this week. 

Pianist Holland, 49, who lives in Cooling, 
said: “I suddenly felt I was having a heart 
attack or going mad. 

“A doctor was called and he told me it was 
a panic attack bought on by having taken 
cocaine two days previously.” 

Holland will be signing copies of his book at 
Waterstone’s Bluewater branch on Monday. 

MP in bid to stop cull 
of quarantined sheep 

CHATHAM and Aylesford MP Jonathan 
Shaw is battling to save the lives of 
100,000 sheep. 

Mr Shaw, a minister in the Department 
for Environment, Food and Rural Affairs, is 
looking into ways of avoiding a mass cull of 
the animals, which are quarantined inside 
a bluetongue control zone. 

The Romney sheep are moved out of the 
South East in the autumn but since Sunday 
moving restrictions have prevented this. 

Mr Shaw said: “The government is working 
to find a solution. We know farmers face huge 
pressures but we must have strict measures 
in place to stop the spread of diseases.”

Dementia poll is a 
cause for concern 

The new survey results published 
by YouGov showed a lack of public 
awareness about Alzheimer’s 
disease and dementia. 

Its findings give cause for concern, 
highlighting that the public has 
little awareness of dementia, and 
that most people assume memory 
loss is a natural part of ageing. 

People should not assume that 
mental decline is inevitable. We age 
in different ways and exercise, 
eating well and staying active can 
all help us retain mental and 
physical health throughout our life. 

At the moment 750,000 people in 
the UK are affected by Alzheimer’s 
or dementia and this is expected to 
double by 2030, causing a tragic loss 
of independence as well as 
considerable stress and heartache 
for all involved. 

It is therefore crucial that much 
more funding is made available for 
research that can increase our 
understanding of Alzheimer’s 
disease and dementia, both to 
develop better treatments, and 
preferably to prevent mental 
decline, as well as better inform the 
public about preventative measures 
and how to be healthier in later life. 


Help the Aged research shows 
that mental decline ranks as the 
UK’s number one health concern 
associated with ageing, which is 
why the charity is working to raise 
funds for its project called the 
Disconnected Mind, a major 
scientific study aiming to uncover 
the causes of mental deterioration 
in later life and find ways to prevent 
them.

myself or anyone else, so I tipped the 
contents of all but one of the capsules 
into one of my dog’s poo bags. Then 
I went off and there was a bit of a 
manhunt.”

LEE Hurst had a number 
of unusual experiences 
during his hazardous trip 
to Iraq, but one stands out 
above the rest. 

While on a visit to entertain troops 
in the warzone last year, he was 
offered the chance to dress up in a 
protective suit and invite a large 
attack dog to chase him. 

Hurst convulsed with laughter as 
he recalled being dragged into the 
dirt and shaken.

YOU couldn’t blame Catherine 
Tate for getting a little ‘bowered’ 
at the mention of her trademark 
catchphrase. 

The comedienne has probably had ‘Am I 
bowered?’ quoted back at her more times than 
she cares to remember, but the gracious star 
insists she’s grateful for the recognition. 

“It’s not like I’m bombarded. It’s usually kids 
who say it to me,” she said. “But that’s great. If 
people don’t know who you are, it means the 
show hasn’t worked very well.” 

After making her name on the stand-up cir¬ 
cuit she successfully moved into TV, appearing 
in programmes like Big Train and Wild West, 
before landing her own Bafta-nominated show.

It was very 
frightening to see a family traumatised and 
tom about where their menfolk were,” she said.

Despite the austere nature of the movie 
Catherine says filming in Hungary proved to 
be a highlight. 

“I was so surprised by how cosmopolitan and 
westernised it is. In my ignorance and naivety 
I thought, ‘Oh I better take a lot of food with 
me,’ and of course we didn’t need to. 

“It’s such a beautiful country and the people 
were so lovely and so interested in what we 
were doing.” 

The actress, who was born and raised in 
London by her single parent mum, still lives in 
the capital, but Hollywood is beating a path to 
her door. She recently filmed Love And 
Other Disasters with American starlet 
Brittany Murphy and also appeared alongside 
Friends actor David Schwimmer in the hit 
stage play Some Girls.

ISTANBUL is a city that knows 
how to feed the appetite, and 
knows how to fuel it as well. 

With main streets that seem to suffer from 
perpetual traffic jams, taxis and buses are an 
exercise in tedious frustration, so walking is the 
recommended mode of transport. And with so 
much to take in - from ancient temples to street 
markets - it pays to travel at a slower pace. 

First stop on most tourist trails is the 
achingly gorgeous Hagia Sophia, and rightly 
so. Even the most jaded of travellers find its 
soaring domes, enormous Islamic medallions 
and light-pierced gloom a sight to behold. 

Sightseers here are slack-jawed in awe and 
wonder. If that’s the reaction of the 21st centu¬ 
ry tourist, I wondered, imagine what this place 
must have been to the millions who saw it before 
skyscrapers and 747s? Like the various here¬ 
afters it peddled, the place is still otherworldly. 

A short walk away lies the famous Blue 
Mosque. A mere 400 years old, it’s still a brash 
newcomer in the Turkish scheme of things, 
but what it lacks in antiquity it makes up for 
in pure elegance and a sense of vitality only a 
fully functioning place of worship can inspire. 

If the Hagia Sophia shows the mish mash of 
Istanbul’s past, this place is a single-minded 
love note to Islamic art, culture and faith. 

While Istanbul is a city that welcomes visi¬ 
tors, it is not yet one of those over-touristed 
places that become attractively packaged cari-

catures of themselves, a mere reflection of 
what foreigners think they should be. 

While most of the must-dos are located on 
the Asian side of the Bosphorus around the 
Sultanahmet district, the European side has 
its charms too - of a more laidback, lived-in 
kind than its Oriental counterpart. 


Our boutique hotel, the Pera Rose, has a 
touch of Eastern luxury with its deep leather 
sofas, darkwood finishes, and complimentary 
spa and sauna facilities - a nice distraction 
after long days pounding the ancient capital’s 
pavements. 

But the Pera Rose Hotel’s main drawcard is 
its location: barely two minutes from Istiklal 
Avenue in the Beyoglu district, the city’s 
all-purpose late night shopping, drinking and 
noshing zone. 

Near to midnight it’s still heaving as thou¬ 
sands of Turks cruise the street - some there 
for a leisurely window-shop, others nibbling 
borek, or just listening to folksy buskers 
strumming acoustic guitars. 

Scores of ferries leave every few minutes 
from the Eminonu docks, and at 50p per jour¬ 
ney, you get up close and personal with the 
sparkling waters of the Bosphorus. 

In addition to the ubiquitous rounds of tea 
served in tiny glass cups, each boat features 
massive posters of the imposing Ataturk, 
founder of modern Turkey, decorated with 
exhortations to his fellow countrymen. 

It’s almost impossible to overstate the rever¬ 
ence in which he’s held by the population here. 

One stall selling wall plaques painted 
with iconic figures peddles pictures of 
the nationalist leader rubbing up against 
depictions of Che Guevara, Jim Morrison and 
Kurt Cobain. 

And it’s here he seems to have settled into 
the national consciousness - part politician, 
part rock star, part god. 

It’s a good bet he’ll not be forgotten any time 
soon.

Clunes holding surgery 
over Doc's casebook

“I’D ONLY seen a very rough ver¬ 
sion of the first episode, so it was 
nice to see the final edit,” said 
Martin Clunes after watching 
the first instalment of a new run of 
Doc Martin. 

Many actors don’t get to see rough cuts of 
their work before the editor and director have 
had their way with a show, so why is Clunes 
different? 

‘Well, I’m married to the producer, you see. I 
get to see these things as an insider,” he said. 

The character of Dr Martin, albeit it in a 
slightly different incarnation, first appeared in 
2000 film Saving Grace. Clunes played the 
medic again in two TV film prequels a few 
years later, but after the original production 
company went bust, the actor and his produc¬ 
er wife pitched a revamped Doc Martin to ITV 
and the rest, as they say, is history. 

The show as we now know it was first 
screened in 2004, and told of a socially inept 
surgeon from London who, after developing a 
blood phobia, retrained as a GP and moved to 
a sleepy fishing village in Cornwall. 

When the abrasive medic arrived in 
Portwenn, he immediately began upsetting 
the villagers and struggled to adjust to the 
quiet life away from the capital. 

“He’s wrong in every way,” said Clunes of his 
alter ego. Wrong and utterly prejudiced, in fact. 

“That’s why I love it, though,” he added. “The 
central role in most TV shows is pretty smash¬ 
ing and normally sorts everything out for 
everyone, but that’s what I love about Doc 
Martin, he causes the problems - except when 
it counts, when lives are at stake and he’s so

drastically right. He’s just so rude though.” 

Cornwall’s scenic Port Isaac is transformed 
into the fictional Portwenn and has become a 
genuine tourist attraction as a result of the 
programme. 

“Lots of people go there,” explained Clunes. 
“There are signs with directions on to land¬ 
marks from the show, but that’s quite unfortu¬ 
nate for the people who own the house which 
doubles as my surgery. 

“Sadly, people go right up to the house and 
tap on the window shouting ‘Is he in?’ They 
should say, ‘Of course he’s not in, it’s fictional!’. 
Now there’s another sign saying, ‘Don’t tap on 
the window’ or ‘Get a life’ or something. 

“One of the appeals of the show is that it’s not 
filmed in London. When we did William and 
Mary, we were 11 hours in front of the camera 
every day, and then an hour or more travelling 
either side. It’s horrible, and of course, it’s not 
real travelling, it’s just sitting in a stationary 
car in traffic for the most part. 

“When I’m staying in Port Isaac for Doc 
Martin, I can finish work and be at my hotel in 
10 minutes.” 

After landing numerous roles in esteemed 
shows such as Inspector Morse and Jeeves and 
Wooster, Martin shot to fame after as the lead 
in Men Behaving Badly in 1992. 

More recent work, including an adaptation 
of Goodbye, Mr Chips and the highly 
acclaimed William and Mary, has made 
Clunes one of Britain’s best-loved and most 
recognisable actors, and a person synonymous 
with family entertainment. 

“I’m not interested in the gritty murder dra¬ 
mas really,” he confesses. “I’ve done the adult 
comedy with Men Behaving Badly and all that 
too, so I like the family stuff now.”

Sales of new homes 
suffer summer dip 

LATEST figures indicate a sign of 
cooling off in the housing market when it 
comes to new homes. 

The average price for August - the 
latest available - was £259,393. This 
represents a dip of 1.1 per cent over the 
previous month. 

Despite this lower figure, the cost is 
still 0.3 per cent compared with the 
same period last year. 

Market expert David Bexon said: 
“August has clearly shown a drop in prices 
as earlier interest rate rises begin to bite. 

“New homebuyers are rightly being 
more cautious before taking on a bigger 
financial commitment. 

“However, there is still an acute 
shortage of homes in the UK, so demand 
will remain strong, especially for family 
homes. 

“The autumn will see a period of 
stability as homebuyers take stock of the 
market and wait for the next round of 
competitive deals from lenders and more 
development incentives.” 

He added that new homebuyers were 
now feeling the effects of five interest 
rate rises which had occurred since 
August 2006, with those having to 
remortgage being faced with larger and 
more expensive loans to pay off. 

Closed care proves a 
popular option for OAPs 

A SHIFT in the market for homes for the 
elderly is influencing the housing market. 

According to research, closed care 
communities, which provide self- 
contained units within the grounds of 
established care homes, are becoming 
increasingly popular. 

Residents benefit from the use of the 
care homes’ visiting and established 
services while retaining a level of 
independence. And experts say they are 
fast catching the traditional trend for 
sheltered accommodation. 

Market analyst Sarah Woods said: 
“Residents in closed care accommo¬ 
dation benefit from avoiding potential 
upheaval and expense of moving again 
should their health deteriorate.” 

The freehold of each such property is 
owned by the care home. 

A monthly service charge also covers 
basic provisions such as upkeep of 
grounds and 24-hour emergency cover. 

Residents are responsible for such 
things as TV licences, telephone bills and 
the usual utility bills as well as internal 
decoration. 


RECENT Government announce¬ 
ments that Home Information 
Packs (or HIPs) may soon become 
compulsory for all housing stock 
will prove to be the first real test of 
the bold shake-up in the housing 
markets. 

But far from a cause for concern, it should 
encourage Kent’s buyers. 

HIPs remain an issue blighted by 
oppositional politics and vitriolic national 
journalism. The people of Kent, given time, 
will surely see beyond the alarmist headlines 
and understand what HIPs can really do. 

Figures released by organisations such as 
the Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors 
and the National Association of Estate Agents

do indicate a drop in the number of houses 
coming to market, as part of a general dip 
across the whole property sector. 

Those same figures did not extend to London 
and the South East, and so to use them as 
causal evidence of the impact of HIPs is rather 
short-sighted, given recent turmoil in inter¬ 
national money markets. 

The scheme was introduced when it was to 
appease critics but unfortunately allowed 
them to blame HIPs for depressing the 
market. Some sellers are indeed wary of 
anything new, but to hide from it behind an 
antiquated system is not the answer. Sellers 
just need the confidence to back packs; the 
buyers are waiting. 


Soon all buyers will expect a property to 
have a HIP with all accompanying safeguards. 

What that means is that when it comes to 
making that all-important decision of buying a 
house, it can now be done in a better-informed 
and very transparent way. 

But amid the negative headlines and 
concerns, it seems time will be the great healer. 

Only when HIPs finally become part of the 
national consciousness will we get the true 
picture. 

The HIP could of course do even more by 
including a Home Condition Report (rather 
than the Government just partially extending 
the scheme), and committing to the full pack, 
which will truly revolutionise the housing 
market and fully inform prospective buyers.

MERCEDES showrooms are 
mind-boggling places nowadays. 

There are models to suit everyone: mini 
MPVs, saloons, estates, luxury coupes, road¬ 
sters and convertibles 

But this feast of models is a far cry from how 
the German ‘wunderfirm’ built a post-war rep¬ 
utation on pretty much one model, now called 
the E-Class - the company’s management 
level saloon and estate range. 

The ‘E’s credentials have been simple: 
rugged build, space, thoughtful and practical 
design, easy-driving and the cachet of that 
three-pointed star. 

The latest incarnation is particularly hand¬ 
some, though it needed a facelift in 2006 to 
silence whispers about electrical gremlins 
marring the once rock solid E-Class second¬ 
hand values. 

The revamp introduced some new engines 
too and the Mercedes lynchpin now seems to 
be back on form, though the market sector is 
tougher; Audi’s latest A6 is far better than 
before, while BMW’s 5-series might not be a 
looker, but still claims the ‘driver’s choice’ title. 


Then again, neither matches the sense of 
well-being in the E-Class. If you have slogged 
up the corporate rockface, but can now waft 
into the company car park in this every morn¬ 
ing, then you may feel it was all worth it. 

That star on the bonnet adds to the warm 
glow as you cruise effortlessly along the motor¬ 
way in an airy and classy cabin, with decent 
room for four to travel in great comfort plus 
ample boot space for luggage. 

Unlike German rivals mentioned earlier, the 
big Merc also concentrates on delivering a fine 
ride, though the rear-wheel drive chassis is 
still balanced for quicker driving on more chal¬ 
lenging roads. 

Our test car was a top of the range diesel, the 
E320CDI Sport fitted with a creamy seven- 
speed auto ’box as standard and paddle shifts 
on the wheel for rapid manual gear selection - 
the car can be surprisingly agile. 

Not that it then bums the juice; Mercedes 
reckons it has wrung up to 26 per cent more 
power from the whole E-Class engine line-up 
without increasing fuel consumption - our 
320CDI version can average nearly 40mpg.

Research debunks 
age-old work myths 


FORTY per cent of older workers believe their 
younger colleagues teach them skills they pre¬ 
viously did not have, according to a study of 
older and younger workers commissioned by 
Jobcentre Plus, while one third of younger 
workers believe older workers are more likely 
to work anti-social hours than colleagues their 
own age. 

The findings, which come as the UK cele¬ 
brates the first anniversary of the Employment 
Equality (Age) Regulations 2006, lift the lid on 
the benefits for both employers and individuals 
of employing a diverse workforce . 

Across the board in the South East, the 
results show that working in a mixed-aged 
workforce is important for both older (61 per 
cent) and younger (63 per cent) UK workers 
with all recognising the benefits of working 
with people of mixed ages.

Lesley Strathie, chief executive of Jobcentre 
Plus, said: “The research shows that having 
the right balance of age and skills can bring 
numerous benefits to establishing a complete 
workforce for both employers and employees. 

“Both older and younger workers appreciate 
and learn from the qualities each brings to the 
workplace. It’s not always easy to get the mix 
right.” 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, the research shows 
the first and foremost quality younger workers 
in the South East think their older colleagues 
bring is experience (92 per cent) whilst relia¬ 
bility (65 per cent) and understanding (76 per 
cent) also featured highly. 

Comparatively, nearly two thirds of older 


workers are impressed by their younger co¬ 
workers ability to learn quickly, be flexible (66 
per cent) and give them energy (57 per cent). 

Public sector and financial services workers 
show a higher level of confidence in their 
younger colleagues, although overall reliability 
appears to be an area younger workers need to 
improve - only a quarter of older workers 
believed their younger co-workers to be reliable. 

One factor which was consistent across both 
age groups was the main reason they come to 
work - money, although this was more preva¬ 
lent amongst younger rather than older people 
(78 per cent compared to 47 per cent). 

And contrary to popular belief, only three 
per cent of younger workers stated that they 
come to work to meet new people, while 25 per 
cent of older workers confirmed that they 
work for personal satisfaction.
